London, June 1. Letters that came in the Pacquet 


abovemention’d,. fay, That the 22d of May N.S. 


The French Fleet commanded by the Count de 
Thouloufe , confifting of 30 Sail of Men of War 
Bomb-Veffels and: Tenders, appear’d off the Rock of 
Lisbon, whereupon the Portuguefe fuppofing they 
Were Englith Ships, fent off 14 Pilots in a Smack, 
whom the French feiz’d and carried off. This French. 
Fleer, fay the Letrers, ftood off to Sea from the 
Coaft of Portugal, and as fome*fuppofe, fail’d to- 
wards the Canaries to intercept the Portuguefe Brafil 
Fleet,tho’ others think they’are gone to Cadiz. When 
thefe-Lerters came away, which was-on the 24th of 
May N. S. the Kings of Spain and Portugal were not 
fet out from Lisbon for the Frontiers. The laft Ad- 
vice they had then from Sir George Rooke, was, that 
he had pafs’d by Malaga, making (as is fuppos’d)sfor 
Barcelona. Thefe Letters affure us that Salvaterra and 
Segura are in the Hands of the Enemy, but that they 
ffefs'd themfelves of them by a Wile; ‘And that 
fevers! Spaniards of Note are come over to the 
Allies. 
On Saturday Jaft Mr. Thomas Rixon Hern, res 
turning home from London in his Hoy, was (within 
a Mile of Hern,) boarded by an open Boat, in which 
were 11 Frerichmen, and taken. The French found 
in the: Hoy. about 300 |. which Mr. Rixon had re- 
ceiv’d ar London for a Cargo of Corn, which they 
feiz'd and carried off with the Mafter; and, agreeing 
for a Ranfom of 210 |. for the Hoy, left her. There 
was a Deal Pilot on board the Hoy, a Paffenger, who 
foon afier the French left her got afhore in Hern Bay, 
and taking Horfe rid to Margate and found ue Sori- 
ings Man of War lying off that Place, as Convoy to 
the Fifhery. He went aboard her,:and at his requefe 
the Captain Mann’d out his Boat with about 20 Men, 
which with the faid Piloc went in quef of the French 


Pickaroon, and in 2 Hours rowing gor up with her, 


and after fome Refiftance (in which 3 of the French 
were kill'd,) took her. Thus the Mafter, Rixon, re- 
cover'd his Liberty and Money ; and in acknowicdg- 
ment prefented the Captain of the Sorlings with 10 


Guineas, and gave 20 |. among the Boat’s Crew that: 
L-ft late Night arriv'd. the Mail. from Holland of 
Friday laft ; By which we have the following pra 
They write frorn Vienna, that the Emperor having 
caus'd to be made publick his Refolution to make

His Electoral Highnefs has made him a Prefent of 6 
Mules richly accovtred. To day the Duke of Marl- 
borough pafs’d .the Main at Coftheim, and is en- 
cme at Guftavusbourg in the Country of Darm-. 
_ Frankfort, June t. This Evening the Duke of Marl- 
borough arriv’d near Darmftad with 10 Regiments of 
Horfe. To day a Regiment of Dragoons of the 
Troops of Hanover, and another Regiment of thofe 
of Munfter, pafs'd through this Place to joyn the 
Englith Horfe.

enter'd chem about Meerdorp without meeting 
any Oppofition ; our main Army follow’d ; 
but the Enemy marching with extreme Dili- 
gence all the Night between the sft and 2d, 
got in fight of their Lines before us ; where- 
upon it was thought neceffary to order Gene- 
ral Dopf to rejoyn us: So the Enemy march’d 
into their Lines, and we are Encamp’d within 
a League of them, having our Head-quarters 
at this Place. In the haity March made by: 
the Enemy, abundance of their Men defert- 
ed ; who tell us their Army had no Bread for.
